In his real profession, 
Henderson County’s Di¬ 
rector of Emergency Man¬ 
agement Larry Koerber is 
focused on lending a car¬ 
ing, compassionate hand 
to victims of natural disas¬ 
ter and other community 
emergencies. 

But this weekend, in 
his temporary profession 
in his church’s Christmas 
production, he gets to play 
“a really mean guy.” 

Last year, in fact, he was 
so convincing as one of the 
city of Bethlehem’s force¬ 
ful and arrogant Roman 
tax collectors that one of 
the visitors to “Journey 
to Bethlehem” at Cairo 
United Methodist Church 
reached a shaky hand into 
her wallet and handed him 
a $5 bill. 

“I had to break character 
just to convince her to take 
her money back,” Koerber 
recalled with a chuckle. 
“Apparently I had por¬ 
trayed it pretty authenti¬ 
cally.” 

Though he was initially 
reluctant to make the time 
commitment to last year’s 
first production at the ru¬ 
ral church, Koerber said he 
felt really different at the

end of the three-day event. 

“I felt that it was some¬ 
thing you shouldn’t miss,” 
he said. “I really enjoyed it 
and I am now a major sup¬ 
port of‘Journey’.” 

The “Journey to Bethle¬ 
hem,” which runs tonight 
and Friday night from 7 to 
9 p.m. and from 1 to 4 p.m. 
Saturday afternoon, is the 
brainchild of church mem¬ 
ber Beryl Thompson, who 
is quick to point out that 
it’s not just her project. 
This year’s production 
will have about 120 vol¬ 
unteers working as tour 


guides, shopkeepers and 
other residents of the city 
as well as parking atten¬ 
dants, setup workers and 
other behind-the-scenes 
assistants. 

“We’re all playing our 
parts to help emphasize 
the journey itself, to show 
what people actually went 
through to be counted (in 
the census). My role was to 
portray the hardship that 
was put on the migrants to 
Bethlehem,” Koerber said. 
“I think the thing that’s

DHAKA, Bangladesh - A 

hooded Mickey Mouse 
sweatshirt from Disney. 
Piles of children’s shorts 
with Wal-Mart’s Faded 
Glory label. Clothes with 
hip-hop star Sean Combs’ 
ENYCE tag. 

The garment factory 
in Bangladesh where 112 
people were killed in a 
fire over the weekend was 
used by a host of major U.S. 
and European retailers, an 
Associated Press reporter 
discovered Wednesday 
from clothes and account 
books left behind amid 
the blackened tables and 
melted sewing machines 
at Tazreen Fashions Ltd. 

Wal-Mart had been 
aware of safety problems 


at the factory and said it 
had decided well before 
the blaze to stop doing 
business with it. But it said 
a supplier had continued 
to use Tazreen without 
authorization. 

Sears, likewise, said its 
merchandise was being 
produced there without its 
approval through a vendor, 
which has since been fired. 
The Walt Disney Co. said 
its records indicate that 
none of its licensees have 
been permitted to make 
Disney-brand products 
at the factory for at least 
a year. 

Labor activists have 
long contended that re¬ 
tailers in the West bear 
a responsibility to make 
sure the overseas facto-

Steven Spielberg’s mov¬ 
ie “Lincoln,” which is cur¬ 
rently wowing audiences 
across the nation has a link 
to Henderson — although 
it’s somewhat tenuous. 

“It’s a vague connec¬ 
tion,” said Hughs Farmer, 
who is a direct descendant 
of George H. Yeaman, a 
U.S. representative from 
Kentucky, who plays a 
pivotal role in the movie, 
which focuses on Abra¬ 
ham Lincoln’s attempts to 
get the 13th Amendment 
to the U.S. Constitution 
passed. That’s the one that 
outlaws slavery. 

“They didn’t have it un¬ 
til Yeaman came in and 
added his vote,” Farmer 
said. “He knew when he 
changed his vote that his 
constituents in Owens¬ 


boro would not like it.” 

Yeaman was a Democrat 
who had been defeated in 
the 1864 election; Lincoln, 
the nation’s first Republi¬ 
can president, convinced 
the lame duck congress¬ 
man to vote his heart and 
abolish slavery. 

But Lincoln was also 
a good politician, using 
all his wiles to corral the 
needed votes. After the 
amendment passed Yea¬ 
man was named minister 
to Denmark, a post he held 
through 1870. “They kept 
him on after Lincoln was 
killed,” Farmer noted. 

While that drama was 
playing out a young attor¬ 
ney was beginning to build 
a practice here. Malcolm 
Yeaman, the first president 
of the Henderson County 
Bar Association, was

What if 
you win? 

■ Some share 
risks, lessons

COLUMBIA, Mo. - So you just 
won the $500 million Pow- 
erball jackpot, the second 
highest in lottery history. 
Now what? 

Perhaps it’s time for a 
tropical vacation or a new 
car. There are bills to pay, 
loans to settle, debts to 
square. 

Past winners of mega¬ 
lottery drawings and fi¬ 
nancial planners have 
some more sound advice: 
Stick to a budget, invest 
wisely, learn to say no and 
be prepared to lose friends 
while riding an emotional 
roller-coaster of joy, anxi¬ 
ety, guilt and distrust. 

“I had to adapt to this 
new life, “said Sandra 
Hayes, 52, a former child 
services social worker 
who split a $224 million 
Powerball jackpot with a 
dozen co-workers in 2006, 
collecting a lump sum she 
said was in excess of $6 
million after taxes. “I had 
to endure the greed and 
the need that people have, 
trying to get you to release 
your money to them. That 
caused a lot of emotional 
pain. These are people 
who you’ve loved deep 
down, and they’re turn¬ 
ing into vampires trying 
to suck the life out of me.” 

The single mother kept 
her job with the state 
of Missouri for another 
month and immediately 
used her winnings to pay 
off an estimated $100,000 
in student loans and a 
$70,000 mortgage. She 
spent a week in Hawaii and 
bought a new Lexus, but 
six years later still shops 
at discount stores and 
lives on a fixed income — 
albeit, at a higher monthly 
allowance than when she 
brought home paychecks 
of less than $500 a week. 

“I know a lot of people 
who won the lottery and 
are broke today,” she said. 
“If you’re not disciplined, 
you will go broke. I don’t 
care how much money you 
have.” 

Lottery agencies are 
keen to show off beaming 
prize-winners hugging 
oversize checks at celebra¬ 
tory news conferences, but 
the tales of big lottery win¬ 
ners who wind up in finan¬ 
cial ruin, despair or both 
are increasingly common. 

There’s the two-time 
New Jersey lottery winner 
who squandered her $5.4 
million fortune. A West 
Virginia man who won 
$315 million a decade ago 
on Christmas later said the 
windfall was to blame for 
his granddaughter’s fatal 
drug overdose, his divorce, 
hundreds of lawsuits and 
an absence of true friends. 

The National Endow¬ 
ment for Financial Educa¬ 
tion cautions those who 
receive a financial windfall 
— whether from lottery 
winnings, divorce settle-

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Man to testify in 1-punch 
Vegas Strip casino death

LAS VEGAS- A former Flor¬ 
ida high school teacher and 
football coach is due to tes¬ 
tify that he endured taunts 
and racial insults from a 
Utah man who died after 
a single punch from him 
outside a Las Vegas Strip 
casino restroom. 

Benjamin Gerard 
Hawkins’ defense attorney 
said Hawkins is scheduled 
to testify Thursday, the 
fourth day of his involun¬ 
tary manslaughter trial 
in the July 2011 death of 
38-year-old John Massie. 

Hawkins is black and 
from Gainesville, Fla. 
Massie was white and from 
Roy, Utah. Both were visit¬ 
ing Las Vegas when they 
encountered each other in 
a restroom at O’Shea’s Ca¬ 
sino. 

Hawkins told a casino 
security guard and police 


he was defending himself 
when he punched Massie 
following derogatory com¬ 
ments about a “black man in 
a yellow shirt” as Hawkins 
washed his hands. Hawkins’ 
wife and a couple of friends 
were at a casino table sev¬ 
eral feet away when the 
fateful punch was thrown. 

Buchanan told jurors 
during opening state¬ 
ments that Massie taunted 
Hawkins with verbal chal¬ 
lenges inside and outside 
the men’s room. 

Silent security video 
shows the two men a few 
feet apart and appearing 
to interact with each other. 
Hawkins, the larger man, 
is clearly visible in a yellow 
polo shirt. Massie has his 
hands in his pockets. 

Hawkins could face pro¬ 
bation or up to four years 
in prison depending on the 
outcome of the case in Clark 
County District Court.

■ ‘It’s too important to Washington’

WASHINGTON- The White House and a 
key congressional Democrat hinted at 
fresh concessions on taxes and cuts to 
Medicare and other government ben¬ 
efit programs Wednesday as bargain¬ 
ing with Republicans lurched ahead 
to avoid the year-end “fiscal cliff” that 
threatens to send the economy into a 
tailspin. 

Increasing numbers of rank-and- 
file Republicans also said they were 
ready to give ground, a boost for House 
Speaker John Boehner and other par¬ 
ty leaders who say they will agree to 
higher tax revenues as part of a deal if 
it also curbs benefit programs as a way 
to rein in federal deficits. 

“I’ll go anywhere and I’ll do what¬ 
ever it takes to get this done,” Presi¬ 
dent Barack Obama said as he sought 
to build pressure on Republicans to 
accept his terms — a swift renewal of 
expiring tax cuts for all but the high¬ 
est income earners. “It’s too important 
for Washington to screw this up,” he 
declared. 

For all the talk, there was no sign 
of tangible progress on an issue that 
marks a first test for divided govern¬ 
ment since elections that assured 
Obama a second term in the White 
House while renewing Republican 
control in the House. 

“It’s time for the president and Dem¬ 
ocrats to get serious about the spend¬ 
ing problem that our country has,” 
Boehner said at a news conference in 
the Capitol. He, like Obama, expressed 
optimism that a deal could be reached. 

At the same time, he publicly dis¬ 
agreed with one GOP lawmaker, Rep. 
Tom Cole of Oklahoma, who said he 
was ready to go along with Obama’s 


plan to renew most but not all of the 
expiring income tax cuts. “It’ll hurt 
the economy” to raise rates for anyone, 
said Boehner. 

Separately, at a closed-door meeting 
with the rank and file, the speaker told 
fellow Republicans they are on solid 
political ground in refusing to let tax 
rates rise. He circulated polling data 
showing the public favors closing loop¬ 
holes to raise revenue far more than it 
supports raising rates on incomes over 
$250,000. 

There were no face-to-face talks 
between the administration and law¬ 
makers during the day, although the 
White House is dispatching Treasury 
Secretary Tim Geithner and top leg¬ 
islative aide Rob Nabors to a series of 
sessions with congressional leaders on 
Thursday. 

On Wednesday, a group of corporate 
CEOs pushing for a deal met separately 
with top Democratic and Republican 
leaders in the House, joined by Erskine 
Bowles, who was co-chairman of a 
deficit commission Obama appointed 
earlier in his term. 

Speaking to reporters before a ses¬ 
sion with business leaders, House 
Democratic leader Nancy Pelosi of 
California said the bargaining ought 
to begin where deficit talks between 
Obama and Boehner broke down 18 
months ago “and go from there to 
reach an agreement.” 

She didn’t say so, but at the time, 
the two men were exchanging offers 
that called for at least $250 billion 
in cuts from Medicare over a de¬ 
cade, and another $100 billion from 
Medicaid and other federal health 
programs. Among the changes un¬ 
der discussion — with Obama’s ap¬ 
proval — was a gradual increase in 
the eligibility age for Medicare from 


65 to 67, as well as higher fees for ben¬ 
eficiaries. 

Also on the table at the time was a 
plan to curtail future cost-of-living in¬ 
creases for Social Security and other 
benefit programs. 

Those negotiations faltered in a hail 
of recriminations after the president 
upped his demand for additional tax 
revenue and conservatives balked. At 
the same time liberals were objecting 
to savings from Medicare and Social 
Security. 

Now, more than a year and one elec¬ 
tion later, Obama has said repeatedly 
he is open to alternatives to his current 
proposal to raise additional tax reve¬ 
nue. But he also says he will refuse to 
sign legislation that extends the current 
top rates on incomes over $200,000 for 
individuals and $250,000 for couples. 

Instead, he is pushing Congress to 
renew expiring tax cuts for all income 
below those levels as an interim mea¬ 
sure — an offer Boehner and Repub¬ 
licans generally say is unacceptable 
because it would mean higher taxes 
on small business owners. 

Bowles said during the day that 
Obama might be willing to back off 
his demand that the top rate revert all 
the way from 35 percent to 39.6 percent, 
where it was a decade ago before tax 
cuts sought by then-President George 
W. Bush took effect. 

At the White House, spokesman Jay 
Carney sidestepped questions. “If I told 
you how much flexibility the president 
had, it would eliminate his flexibility,” 
he said. 

He noted that Obama has said he 
will listen to alternatives, but the 
spokesman said, “The most basic, sim¬ 
plest, most efficient way to achieve that 
revenue target is by returning the rates 
for top earners back to those that were 
in place in the Clinton era,” when the 
top rate on personal income was 39.6 
percent.

FRANKFORT - The gov¬ 
ernor’s office went blue, 
politically, in 2007 when 
Democratic Gov. Steve 
Beshear was elected. Now 
the carpeting is catching up. 

Crews began installing 
blue carpeting on Tuesday 
evening at a cost of nearly 
$29,000, replacing the red 


carpets installed when 
former Republican Gov. 
Ernie Fletcher took office 
in 2003. 

The work to replace the 
red carpeting is expected 
to be completed by late 
next week. 

Finance Cabinet spokes¬ 
woman Pamela Trautner 
said the carpeting had 
become worn and needed 


to be replaced. The new 
carpeting will be installed 
in the governor’s suite of 
offices on the first floor of 
the Capitol and in the first 
lady’s office. 

Carpet colors aren’t 
necessarily red or blue, 
based on the party affilia¬ 
tion of the governor. For¬ 
mer Democratic Gov. Paul 
Patton had green carpets. 


Chapel also undergoing renovations

FRANKFORT - A privately funded reno¬ 
vation of the chapel in the state Capitol 
could be completed as soon as next week, 
a state official said Wednesday. 

Kentucky Finance Cabinet spokes¬ 
woman Pamela Trautner said finishing 
touches are under way. 

That came as welcome news to one of 
the Legislature’s spiritual leaders, Chris¬ 
tian chaplain Lee Watts.

The chapel has been closed for the past 
year while crews restored pews, installed 
floor tiles and constructed a wall to en¬ 
close shelves filled with noisy communi¬ 
cations equipment that had been hidden 
only by a curtain. 

No government funding was used on 
the $10,000 renovation.

Child death panel 
won’t get all files 

FRANKFORT- A panel created to re¬ 
view child deaths and severe abuse 
or neglect cases will have access 
only to files that have been redacted. 

The Lexington Herald-Leader 
and The Courier-Journal report the 
announcement on Tuesday at the 
group’s first meeting caused concern 
from some members, such as Sen. 
Julie Denton, who said it might be 
difficult for the commission to ac¬ 
complish its purpose. 

Gov. Steve Beshear created the 
Child Fatality and Near Fatality 
External Review Panel in July after 
months of media scrutiny over the 
handling of child abuse cases. The 
panel is expected to recommend how 
the state can better protect children. 

“We can’t start with one hand tied 
behind our back,” Denton said. “If we 
can’t get full reports or documents, 
you don’t know the whole story. How 
do we know that those documents 
aren’t critical to knowing how the 


system broke down?” 

USA Harvest founder 
has Dec. 20 court date 

LOUISVILLE- The founder of USA Har¬ 
vest is scheduled to appear in federal 
court on Dec. 20 for what his attorney 
says will likely be the resolution of 
charges he stole from the charity and 
failed to pay taxes on the money. 

U.S. Magistrate Judge Dave Wha- 
lin on Wednesday reset the initial 
appearance for 63-year-old Hugh 
“Stan” Curtis of Louisville. Curtis 
had initially been set to appear in 
court in Louisville at the hearing. 

Curtis’ attorney, Scott Cox, said 
his client is ill but should be able to 
appear in court in about a month. 

Man hit while helping 
motorist dies of injuries 

CADIZ, Ky. - A western Kentucky 
man whose vehicle was hit by a trac¬ 
tor-trailer after he stopped to help 
another motorist has died of injuries 
he suffered in the collision. 


Kentucky State Police say 47-year- 
old Scotty Gray of Cadiz died late 
Tuesday at Vanderbilt University 
Medical Center in Nashville, Tenn., 
where he was taken following the 
crash on Monday. 

Police said Gray was injured when 
he stopped to help 20-year-old Nich¬ 
olas Wiseman of Cadiz after Wise¬ 
man hit a deer on U.S. 68/80 just 
inside the Cadiz city limits.

Electric cars 
failing to jolt 
auto buyers 


For whatever reason, something within the U.S. 
government doesn’t love gasoline-powered cars, but 
their owners have resisted efforts by well-meaning 
bureaucrats and environmentalists to get them to 
drive less or drive something else. 

The alternatives being pushed by the government 
are cars powered by ethanol or electricity. 

Ethanol seems to be self-destructing as an alter¬ 
native fuel. This year, corn-based ethanol proved 
to be peculiarly susceptible to a problem that gas- 
powered cars are not: drought. The drought that 
afflicted the Corn Belt affected not only ethanol 
prices but the feed costs for livestock, distorting 
food prices. 

Cheaper sugar-based ethanol could be bought 
from Brazil and, heaven knows, one day in vast 
quantities from Cuba, but farm-state politics largely 
blocked both those avenues. 

For years, doomsayers have been saying that 

we had to end 
our “addiction 
to oil” because 
we would soon 
run out and so 
would the Mid¬ 
east. Instead, 
geologists keep 
finding huge new 
reservoirs of oil 
and natural gas. 
And who knows how much properly run Mexican 
and Venezuelan oil industries could produce? The 
Chicken Little argument quickly collapsed. 

That leaves EVs — electric vehicles — which, 
despite billions spent on research money, still have 
a major drawbacks. The batteries are expensive 
and need frequent recharging, a serious negative 
for notoriously impatient U.S. motorists. 

The cars themselves are expensive: $39,995 for 
the Chevrolet Volt and $36,050 for the Nissan Leaf, 
both of them rather average-looking midsize se¬ 
dans. The Volt comes with a $7,500 government 
subsidy that some would like to see raised to 
$10,000 — in other words, offer motorists a large 
bribe to buy them. 

Sales have been something short of electrifying. 
According to USA Today, about 26,100 Volts and 
Leafs have been sold this year, representing about 
0.2 percent of vehicle sales. 

According to studies done for the industry, buyers 
of electric cars tend to be “very well-educated, up¬ 
per-middle-class white men in their early 50s with 
ideal living situations for EV charging,” meaning 
the owners had enclosed garages with the proper 
outlets. 

This does not sound like the demographics of 
your average traffic jam. 

For the electric car to take off as everyday trans¬ 
portation for the masses, one of two things has to 
happen: Either the prices must fall precipitously, 
without the benefits of subsidies our government 
can no longer afford, or the rest of us must become 
very well-educated, upper-middle-class white men 
in our early 50s. 

We’re betting on the price coming down.

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Reconsider religious tax exemptions 


While we’re on the top¬ 
ic of the fiscal cliff (that’s 
what everyone’s talking 
about, isn’t it?) let’s not 
forget that there’s one 
hefty sum Congress and 
the president could raise 
without too much trouble. 

In April, a University 
of Tampa professor, Ryan 
Cragun, and two students 
examined U.S. tax laws 
to estimate the cost of tax 
exemptions for religious 
institutions. They came to 
the conclusion that by de¬ 
nying religious institutions 
tax exemptions on proper¬ 
ty donations, business en¬ 
terprises, capital gains on 
investments and sales and 
“parsonage allowances,” 
the Treasury could raise as 
much as $71 billion a year. 

Right now there are 
two complaints percolat¬ 
ing through the Internal 
Revenue Service that 
challenge the ability of 
churches to take politi¬ 
cal stands and maintain 
their tax-exempt status. 
A watchdog group called 
Citizens for Responsibility 
and Ethics in Washington 
is asking the IRS to “inves¬ 
tigate the U.S. Conference 
of Catholic Bishops for en¬ 
gaging in prohibited politi¬ 



cal activity in violation of 
its protected tax status.” 

The Wisconsin-based 
Freedom from Religion 
Foundation has filed a com¬ 
plaint with the IRS about the 
activities of the Billy Graham 
Evangelistic Association. 

The bishops under in¬ 
vestigation told Catholic 
laypersons they would 
go to hell if they voted for 
President Barack Obama. 
Billy Graham’s group ran 
newspaper ads in the Wall 
Street Journal, USA Today, 
and others, pressing voters 
to vote for candidates who 
support, “the biblical defini¬ 
tion of marriage between a 
man and woman” and who 
protect “the sanctity of life.” 

In addition, the San 
Francisco Chronicle on¬ 
line reports that before 
election day this year 
some, “1,600 religious 
leaders around the coun¬ 
try ... talked politics from 


the pulpit, in an organized 
movement challenging a 
1954 federal law that bans 
churches from supporting 
candidates during worship 
services. The Pulpit Free¬ 
dom Sunday movement, 
organized by a Christian 
legal group in Arizona 
called Alliance Defending 
Freedom, encouraged pas¬ 
tors to ‘preach a biblically 
based sermon regarding 
candidates and the elec¬ 
tion without fearing that 
the IRS will investigate or 
punish the church,’ accord¬ 
ing to the group’s website.” 

This effort was designed 
to provoke lawsuits. The 
1954 law is rarely if ever 
enforced, but before that 
era, American churches 
received no special exemp¬ 
tions from the IRS. Even 
today churches are taxed 
if they engage in commer¬ 
cial activities and in cer¬ 
tain other circumstances. 
They seem to do just fine, 
notwithstanding. 

They were granted tax- 
exempt status because 
they were seen at the time 
as doing local communi¬ 
ties an awful lot of good. 
And they legitimately still 
do some of that. But in the 
intervening half-century, 


some (not all) churches 
have become politically 
biased and outspoken. 

This is where churches 
begin to undo the good that 
they legitimately perform 
(feeding the hungry and 
clothing the poor) and start 
contributing to an even more 
divided nation. That does no 
U.S. citizen any good. 

Not all churches take po¬ 
litical positions, and those that 
don’t should not lose their tax- 
exempt status. But it’s clear 
that when preachers allow 
politics to invade the pul¬ 
pit, they have moved from 
being an asset to the com¬ 
munity, into being an agent 
for increased divisiveness. 

Eventually I believe the 
IRS and the Supreme Court 
will move to eliminate tax 
exemptions for politically 
divisive churches. That 
won’t happen anytime 
soon, but as churches be¬ 
come more like businesses 
and less like community 
do-gooders, this change 
seems inevitable. So while 
Congress is considering 
increasing individual tax 
rates and eliminating the 
home mortgage deduction, 
it might as well throw taxing 
politically active churches 
into the mix. 


Jacques Barzun was a man of the century 


Thanks to Jacques Bar¬ 
zun for a life of teaching that 
began at age 9 and erupted 
in an unbelievably great 
book at the age of 92. He 
died this past October at 104, 
leaving thousands grateful 
for all those years of giving. 

I am among those thou¬ 
sands, happy as can be that 
he left France in his youth, 
becoming an American 
citizen who embraced the 
greatness of Western civili¬ 
zation just as he understood 
some of its weakening ways. 

Though I first encoun¬ 
tered some of Barzun’s 
books in my teens, it was 
not until its publication 12 
years ago that I could pe¬ 
ruse my favorite, “From 
Dawn to Decadence: 500 
years of Western Cultural 
Life.” It was written in 
San Antonio. A New York 
Times obituary says Bar¬ 
zun moved there in his late 
80s out of love for the Tex¬ 
as landscape. For much of 
his life, he had been a New 
Yorker, a valedictorian as 
a student at Columbia Uni¬ 
versity and later a profes¬ 
sor, provost and dean of 
faculty there, helping to 
design its curriculum. 

The obituary tells us 
how upset he was at the 
student protests at the 
school in the late 1960s and 



how he became dismayed, 
as well, at something else 
— how so many university 
curriculums had disinte¬ 
grated from a focus on the 
best of the Western thought 
and literature to a “bazaar” 
of this, that and the other. In 
“Dawn to Decadence,” he 
shares still other regrets af¬ 
ter first telling us about ma¬ 
jor revolutions in Western 
history, persistent cultural 
themes that accompanied 
them and extraordinary 
achievements that then 
banged into the Great Illu¬ 
sion. 

We’re talking here about 
World War I, which is why 
Barzun became a teacher 
of younger children as a 
child — many of the adult 
instructors of his French 
school had taken off to 
fight. The war was an il¬ 
lusion initially thought by 
all sides to be a wondrous 
glory, although, from 1914 
to 1918 it took maybe 10 
million lives. There were 


other losses described by 
Barzun as the “maimed, 
the tubercular, the incur¬ 
ables, the shell-shocked, 
the sorrowing, the driven 
mad, the suicides, the bro¬ 
ken spirits the destroyed 
careers, the budding ge¬ 
niuses plowed under, the 
missing births ...” All of 
this and more “hurled 
the modern world on its 
course of self-destruction” 
as people became disen¬ 
chanted with past ideas, 
Barzun writes. 

The book’s description 
of the 20th century isn’t 
all bad, but it is hardly en¬ 
couraging. And here is an 
intellectual who gets down 
to earth, as when he talks 
about a liberal welfare 
ethos that supplanted the 
original liberal emphasis 
on liberty. The state aimed 
to dictate a kind of perfec¬ 
tion with rules applying to 
just about everything, and 
all of this became unbe¬ 
lievably costly, especially 
as sooner or later almost 
everyone signed on as a 
victim in need of help. 

Meanwhile, when leg¬ 
islation runs thousands of 
pages, it’s not elected rep¬ 
resentatives who decide 
details as much as behind- 
the-scenes technocrats. 
Debate goes unreported 


in the press, and polls get 
more attention than analy¬ 
sis by the politicians who 
collect millions from lob¬ 
byists to elucidate issues 
through TV sound bites 
and attacks on the charac¬ 
ter of their opponents. 

The supposedly clever 
are always irreverent be¬ 
cause there is nothing left 
to be reverent (or clever) 
about, and everyone is 
always in a hurry, mostly 
for entertainment. Let 
someone get in the way 
and you’ve got rebellion 
on your hands, for who re¬ 
spects any kind of authori¬ 
ty anymore? People want to 
find themselves, forgetting, 
the author says, that you 
don’t find yourself — you 
make yourself. Image, he 
says, is what counts today, 
not real worth, and self¬ 
contempt runs rampant. 
Everybody is an amateur 
psychologist, and the diag¬ 
noses are all nonsense, as 
are dominant philosophies 
specializing in absurdity. 

There’s much more, 
but Barzun is not a pessi¬ 
mist. The consequence of 
this decadence, he says, is 
boredom, and the boredom 
will breed a search for past 
Western enthusiasms that 
are waiting to be rediscov¬ 
ered.

GOP moderate is not backing Rice

WASHINGTON - A moderate Repub¬ 
lican senator, vital to any White 
House hopes of getting U.N. Am¬ 
bassador Susan Rice confirmed as 
secretary of state, said Wednesday 
she couldn’t back any nomination 
until more questions are answered 
about the deadly Sept. 11 attack in 
Libya and Rice’s State Department 
role during the 1998 U.S. Embassy 
bombing in Kenya. 

In a fresh suggestion of eroding 
GOP support for Rice, Sen. Susan 
Collins, of Maine, emerged from 
a 90-minute, closed-door meeting 
with the ambassador voicing new 
criticism of her initial account about 
Libya. 

Collins also questioned what Rice, 
the assistant secretary of state for 


African Affairs in the Clinton ad¬ 
ministration, knew about requests 
for enhanced embassy security be¬ 
fore the Nairobi truck bombing. 

Pressed on how she would vote if 
President Barack Obama names Rice 
to succeed Secretary of State Hill¬ 
ary Rodham Clinton, Collins said, 
“I would need to have additional in¬ 
formation before I could support her 
nomination.” 

President Barack Obama came 
to Rice’s defense during a Cabinet 
meeting, calling her “extraordinary” 
and saying he couldn’t be prouder of 
the job she has done as U.N. ambas¬ 
sador. 

Cabinet members joined Obama 
in applauding Rice, who attended 
the meeting. Obama has not named 
a replacement for Clinton, who has 
said she intends to step down soon. 

At the State Department, Clinton 


was asked about her possible re¬ 
placement. 

“Susan Rice has done a great job 
as our ambassador to the United Na¬ 
tions,” Clinton said. “Of course, this 
decision about my successor is up to 
the president, but I am very happy he 
has the opportunity with a second 
term to make a decision.” 

The misgivings from Collins, the 
top Republican on the Homeland 
Security Committee, came one day 
after three other GOP senators said 
they would try to block Rice’s nomi¬ 
nation. 

Sens. John McCain, of Arizona, 
Lindsey Graham, of South Carolina, 
and Kelly Ayotte, of New Hamp¬ 
shire, said they were more troubled 
than ever by Rice’s answers on Libya 
even though the ambassador con¬ 
ceded that her much-maligned first 
explanation was wrong. 


N.Y. mayor 
seeks aid 
forSandy 
victims

WASHINGTON -New York 
City Mayor Michael 
Bloomberg appealed to 
congressional leaders 
Wednesday for quick ac¬ 
tion on providing tens of 
billions of dollars in new 
federal aid to help his city 
and state and others re¬ 
cover from Superstorm 
Sandy but was told it 
might be some time before 
it’s forthcoming — and it 
likely won’t be all at once. 

Bloomberg met with 
more than a half-dozen law¬ 
makers, including several 
who chair or sit on commit¬ 
tees controlling the govern¬ 
ment’s purse strings, as well 
and both parties’ leaders in 
the House and Senate. 

“Hurricane recovery is 
not a partisan issue,” he 
told reporters at a news

conference in between 
the meetings. “We have to 
bring together both sides 
in Washington.” 

New York state alone is 
seeking $42 billion in addi¬ 
tional federal aid, and New 
Jersey wants $36.8 billion. 

So far about $2 billion in 
federal funds — about half 
for direct assistance to in¬ 


dividuals — has been pro¬ 
vided to the two most heav¬ 
ily damaged states and nine 
others in the storm’s path. 
There’s about $5 billion left 
in the Federal Emergency 
Management Agency’s di¬ 
saster relief fund, but last 
year’s budget agreement 
permits President Barack 
Obama to seek another 


$5.4 billion without hitting 
a ceiling on spending. 

States other than New 
York and New Jersey now 
getting federal aid for Sandy 
are West Virginia, Virginia, 
Maryland, New Hampshire, 
Delaware, Rhode Island, 
Connecticut, Pennsylvania 
and Massachusetts, as well 
as the District of Columbia.

House panel vows 
more VA oversight 

WASHINGTON -The House 
Veterans Affairs Com¬ 
mittee warned the VA 
on Wednesday to expect 
much more aggressive 
oversight in the coming 
months as lawmakers 
review the department’s 
conference and travel 
spending. 

“The truce is over,” said 
Rep. Jeff Miller, of Florida, 
the committee’s Republi¬ 
can chairman, at the con¬ 
clusion of an often conten¬ 
tious hearing on spending 
at employee training con¬ 
ferences. 

Miller called the hear¬ 
ing in response to an in¬ 
spector general’s report 
from Oct. 1 that described 
some $762,000 in expenses 
from two Orlando, Fla., 
conferences that were 
deemed as wasteful or 
unnecessary, such as a 
$50,000 video featuring 
a parody of former Gen. 
George S. Patton.

WikiLeaks suspect’s

FORT MEADE - An Army 
private accused of send¬ 
ing reams of classified U.S. 
documents to the secret- 
spilling website WikiLe¬ 
aks was kept in tight pre¬ 
trial confinement partly 
because another prisoner 
had recently committed 
suicide, the former secu¬ 
rity chief at the Quantico, 
Va., Marine Corps base 
testified Wednesday. 

Marine Col. Robert Olt- 
man appeared as a wit¬ 
ness on the second day of 
a pretrial hearing for Pfc. 
Bradley Manning, who is 
seeking dismissal of all 
charges, claiming his con¬ 
finement in the Quantico 
brig amounted to illegal 
punishment. 

Oltman and others have 


testified that psychiatrists 
who examined Manning at 
Quantico repeatedly rec¬ 
ommended that his condi¬ 
tions be eased.

Nanny pleads not 
guilty in stabbings 

NEW YORK -A nanny ac- 
cused in the stabbing 
deaths of two children 
in her care at their up¬ 
scale home near Central 
Park pleaded not guilty 
Wednesday inside a hospi¬ 
tal room where she’s been 
treated for self-inflicted 
stab wounds. 

Yoselyn Ortega, lying 
handcuffed in her hos¬ 
pital bed in silence, her 
right hand trembling, en¬ 
tered the plea through her 
defense attorney. Authori¬ 
ties allege that on the eve¬ 
ning of Oct. 25, while the 
children’s mother was out 
with a third child, Ortega 
repeatedly stabbed 6-year- 
old Lucia Krim and her 
2-year-old brother, Leo 
Krim. 

PENNSYLVANIA 

Homicide suspect 
lost big at casino 

BRIDGEPORT - A young 
man mired in gambling 
debts told police he killed 
a 10-month-old girl and 
her grandmother during a 
botched kidnapping after 
losing at least $15,000 at a 
casino near his office. 

Raghunandan Yandam- 
uri, 26, knew the family from 
his apartment complex. Like 
him, the baby’s parents were 
young technology profes¬ 
sionals from India. 

He had gone to the 
wife’s birthday party, met 
the visiting grandmother 
and — tellingly — used 
family nicknames in a 
ransom note demanding 
$50,000.

IRAN_ 

Uranium enrichment 
to be speeded up 

TEHRAN - Iran will step 
up its uranium enrich¬ 
ment program by sharply 
increasing the number of 
centrifuges used to make 
nuclear fuel, a senior of¬ 
ficial said Wednesday, in 
direct defiance of Western 
demands. 

The statement by Iran’s 
nuclear chief is likely to es¬ 
calate tensions. The West 
suspects Iran’s nuclear 
program could be headed 
toward weapons produc¬ 
tion and has imposed pun¬ 
ishing sanctions to try to 
persuade Tehran to stop 
enrichment. 

Iran has denied the 
charges, saying its pro¬ 
gram is peaceful and 
geared toward generating 
electricity and producing 
radioisotopes to treat can¬ 
cer patients. 

EGYPT 

Judges protest 
presidential decrees 

CAIRO - In an escalation 
of the tug-of-war between 
Egypt’s president and the 
powerful judiciary, judges 
in the country’s top courts 
went on strike Wednesday 
to protest Mohammed 
Morsi’s seizure of near 
absolute powers, while 
Islamists rushed to com¬ 
plete a new constitution, 
the issue at the heart of 
the dispute. 

The moves came a day 
after at least 200,000 pro¬ 
testers filled Cairo’s cen¬ 
tral Tahrir Square to de¬ 
nounce the decrees Morsi 
issued last week, which 
place him above oversight 
of any kind, including by 
the courts. 

Threatening to turn the 
dispute into violent street 
clashes, Morsi’s Muslim 
Brotherhood and the more 
radical Islamist Salafi Al- 
Nour party, called for a 
counter-demonstration 


this weekend in Tahrir 
Square, where Morsi’s op¬ 
ponents have been holding 
a sit-in for over a week. 

SYRIA 

Car bombs kill 34 
near Damascus 

DAMASCUS - Two sui¬ 
cide bombers detonated 
their explosives-packed 
vehicles near a cluster of 
commercial buildings in 
a suburb of Damascus on 
Wednesday, killing at least 
34 people and covering the 
street with pools of blood 
and debris. 

The latest carnage to 
hit an area populated by 
religious minorities who 
support President Bashar 
Assad further raises con¬ 
cerns of a growing Islamic 
militant element among 
the forces seeking to top¬ 
ple him. The twin blasts 
bore the hallmarks of radi¬ 
cal Muslim groups. 

CONGO 

Rebel begin slow 
retreat from Masisi 

GOMA- Rebels believed 
to be backed by Rwanda 
began retreating from the 
territory they seized last 
week and pulled out of the 
region of Masisi, their mil¬ 
itary leader said Wednes¬ 
day, in the first concrete 
sign that international 
pressure has stemmed the 
advance of the fighters. 

Gen. Sultani Makenga, 
the military chief for the 
8-month-old rebellion 
known as M23, said his 
fighters intend to abide by 
an ultimatum issued by 
neighboring nations that 
called for their withdrawal 
from Goma by Friday. 

He said he had ordered 
his fighters to retreat along 
the southeastern axis from 
Masisi to Goma, and they 
will then leave Goma via 
the northern route to Rut- 
shuru.

RAMALLAH, West Bank -The 
expected U.N. vote today 
to recognize a state of 
Palestine will be far more 
than symbolic — it could 
give the Palestinians le¬ 
verage in future border 
talks with Israel and open 
the way for possible war 
crimes charges against the 
Jewish state. 

The Palestinians want 
the 193-member General 
Assembly to accept “Pal¬ 
estine,” on the lands Israel 
occupied in 1967, as a non¬ 
member observer state. 

They anticipate broad 
support. 

For Palestinian Presi¬ 
dent Mahmoud Abbas, the 
U.N. bid is a last-ditch at¬ 
tempt to stay relevant as a 
leader after years of failed 
peace talks with Israel, at 
a time when his Islamic 


militant Hamas rivals are 
gaining ground. 

The U.S. and Israel have 
tried to block the quest for 
U.N. recognition of Pales¬ 
tine, saying it’s an attempt 
to bypass Israeli-Palestin- 
ian negotiations that broke 
down four years ago. 

U.S. Deputy Secretary 
of State William Burns met 
with Abbas in New York 
on Wednesday, asking Ab¬ 
bas again to drop the idea 
and promising that Presi¬ 
dent Barack Obama would 
re-engage as a mediator in 
2013, said Abbas aide Saeb 
Erekat. 

Abbas told Burns it was 
too late. 

Israel, meanwhile, ap¬ 
peared to back away from 
threats of drastic mea¬ 
sures if the Palestinians 
get U.N. approval, with 
officials suggesting the 
government would take 
steps only if the Palestin¬ 
ians use their new status to 


act against Israel. 

The Palestinians say 
they need U.N. recognition 
of a Palestinian state in the 
West Bank, Gaza and East 
Jerusalem, the lands Israel 
captured in 1967, to be able 
to resume negotiations 
with Israel. 

Israeli Prime Minister 
Benjamin Netanyahu’s 
predecessors accepted 
the 1967 lines as a basis for 
border talks, with modifi¬ 
cations to be negotiated, 
including land swaps that 
would enable Israel to an¬ 
nex some of the largest 
Jewish settlements. 

Those talks did not pro¬ 
duce a deal, and the sides 
remained apart on other 
key issues. 

Netanyahu rejects the 
1967 lines as starting point 
while pressing ahead with 
settlement construction, 
leaving Abbas little in¬ 
centive to resume nego¬ 
tiations. 


U.N.: Arctic 
ice cover 
reaches 
record low

DOHA, Qatar -An area of 
Arctic sea ice bigger than 
the United States melted 
this year, according the 
U.N. weather agency, 
which said the dramatic 
decline illustrates that cli¬ 
mate change is happening 
“before our eyes.” 

In a report released at 
U.N. climate talks in the 
Qatari capital of Doha, 
the World Meteorologi¬ 
cal Organization said the 
Arctic ice melt was one of 
a myriad of extreme and 
record-breaking weather 
events to hit the planet 
in 2012. Droughts devas¬ 
tated nearly two-thirds 
of the United States as 
well western Russia and 
southern Europe. Floods 
swamped west Africa and 
heat waves left much of 
the Northern Hemisphere 
sweltering. 

But it was the ice melt 
that seemed to dominate 
the annual climate report, 
with the U.N. concluding 
ice cover had reached “a 
new record low” in the 
area around the North 
Pole and that the loss from 
March to September was 
a staggering 4.57 million 
square miles — an area 
bigger than the United 
States. 

“The alarming rate of its 
melt this year highlighted 
the far-reaching changes 
taking place on Earth’s 
oceans and biosphere,” 
WMO Secretary-General 
Michel Jarraud said. “Cli¬ 
mate change is taking place 
before our eyes and will 
continue to do so as a re¬ 
sult of the concentrations 
of greenhouse gases in the 
atmosphere, which have 
risen constantly and again 
reached new records.”

Prostate Cancer Screening

The United States Preventive Services Task Force 
(USPSTF) recently recommended against routine 
PSA (Prostate Specific Antigen) testing to screen for 
prostate cancer, claiming that treatments that may 
follow an elevated PSA, such as radiation and surgery, 
result in more harm than benefit. No urologists 
or oncologists were on the USPSTF panel, and the 
recommendation has met with substantial criticism 
from experts who note that since PSA testing began, 
cancers have been detected earlier when they are 
more treatable, reducing death from prostate cancer 
by about 40%. African-American men and men with a 
family history of prostate cancer have a significantly 
greater risk of developing prostate cancer. Ask your 
doctor if you should have a PSA screening, and if you 
do and if your PSA is elevated, consult a specialist 
who can help you decide if you should pursue therapy.

ments, cashed-out stock options 
or family inheritances — to plan 
for their psychological needs as 
well as their financial strategies. 
The Denver-based nonprofit es¬ 
timates that as many as 70 per¬ 
cent of people who land sudden 
windfalls lose that money within 
several years. 

“Being able to manage your 
emotions before you do any¬ 
thing sudden is one of the biggest 
things,” said endowment spokes¬ 
man Paul Golden. “If you’ve 
never had the comfort of finan¬ 
cial security before, if you were 
really eking out a living from 
paycheck to paycheck, if you’ve 
never managed money before, it 
can be really confusing. There’s 
this false belief that no matter 
what you do, you’re never going 


to worry about money again.” 

David Gehle, who spent 20 
years at a Nebraska meatpack¬ 
ing plant before he and seven 
ConAgra Foods co-workers 
won a $365 million Powerball 
jackpot in 2006, used some of 
his winnings to visit Australia, 
New Guinea and Vietnam. He 
left ConAgra three weeks after 
he won, and now spends his time 
woodworking and playing rac- 
quetball, tennis and golf. 

But most of his winnings are 
invested, and the 59-year-old 
still lives in his native Lincoln. 
He waited for several years be¬ 
fore buying a $450,000 home in a 
tidy neighborhood on the south¬ 
ern edge of town. 

“My roots are in Nebraska, 
and I’m not all that much dif¬ 
ferent now than I was before,” 
Gehle said. “I’m pretty normal. 
I never was the kind of guy who 
went for big, expensive cars or 


anything like that. I just want 
something that runs.” 

In the first year after he won, 
Michael Terpstra would awaken 
many nights in a panic. Had he 
slept in? Was he late to work the 
night shift? 

“At times I’d wake up and this 
would all seem like a dream,” 
the 54-year-old said. “I’d have 
to walk around the house and 
tell myself, I did win. I’m not 
working anymore, and I do live 
here. I didn’t get drunk, break 
into someone’s house and go 
to sleep. This is where I’m sup¬ 
posed to be.” 

His new home is a roomy, two- 
story house in south Lincoln with a 
big-screen television and paintings 
of Jesus on the walls. He no longer 
uses alarm clocks and spends his 
days taking his 92-pound black lab, 
Rocco, on walks. 

He was terrified when he first 
won, convinced that he would 


lose all of the money and have to 
return to work. So he lives care¬ 
fully off the interest from con¬ 
servative investments, with help 
from accountants and lawyers. 
He bought the new house and a 
truck, but struggles to name any 
extravagant purchases. 

“I can’t buy a super yacht. I 
can’t buy a Gulfstream,” he said. 
“Then again, I don’t think I’d use 
either one, so why would I buy 
one?” 

That said, some mega-winners 
still can’t resist the lure of big jack¬ 
pots, at least not the two-buck 
chances. On Tuesday, former 
ConAgra worker Dung Tran, a 
Vietnamese immigrant, walked 
into the same Lincoln U-Stop 
where he purchased the winning 
ticket six years ago and bought 22 
more from the very employee who 
sold him the first prize-winner, 
said cashier Janice Mitzner. 

“We joked about it,” she said. 


“I told him, ‘Wouldn’t it be some¬ 
thing if you won again?’ ” 

Hayes is also hoping to strike 
rich again — she bought 10 tick¬ 
ets at a Dirt Cheap liquor store 
on her way home Tuesday while 
speaking with an Associated 
Press reporter. 

Unlike many big winners, she 
has kept a visible public profile 
instead of going underground, 
appearing on a 2007 reality TV 
show (“Million Dollar Christ¬ 
mas”), writing an online Life 
After the Lottery blog and self- 
publishing a short book, “How 
Winning the Lottery Changed 
My Life.” 

“We have this drawing tomor¬ 
row, and if somebody wins, God 
bless them,” she said. “They’re 
going to need those blessings.”

MORGANTOWN, W.Va. - An

nation’s worst mine disas¬ 
ter in four decades.

ment is well documented. 
At Big Branch, for exam¬ 
ple, Blankenship demand¬ 
ed production reports ev¬ 
ery 30 minutes. 

Investigators say that 
at other Massey mines, 
Hughart colluded with 
others to violate laws re¬ 
quiring adequate ventila¬ 
tion, the removal of ex¬ 
plosive coal dust and the 
application of pulverized 
limestone to prevent ex¬ 
plosions. 

Hughart has agreed to 
plead guilty to two charg¬ 
es: felony conspiracy to 
defraud the federal gov¬ 
ernment by impeding the 
actions of MSHA, and mis¬ 
demeanor conspiracy to 
violate mandatory health 
and safety standards. The 
felony charge carries a pos¬ 
sible sentence of five years 
in prison. The misdemean¬ 
or carries up to one year.

ries that manufacture their 
products are safe. They 
seized on the blaze — the 
deadliest in Bangladesh’s 
nearly 35-year history of 
exporting clothing — to 
argue that retailers must 
insist on more stringent 
fire standards. 

Charles Kernaghan, di¬ 
rector of the Institute for 
Global Labour and Human 
Rights, said nothing will 
change unless clothing 
companies protect work¬ 
ers as vigorously as they 
protect their brands. 

“The labels are legally 
protected,” he said. “But 
there are no similar laws 
to protect rights of the 
worker.” 

Bangladesh’s fast-grow¬ 
ing garment industry — 
second only to China’s in 
exports — has long provid¬ 
ed jobs and revenue for the 
desperately poor country, 
while turning out the low- 
priced products shoppers 
in the U.S. and other coun¬ 
tries have come to enjoy. 

But the industry has 
a ghastly safety record; 
more than 300 workers 
have died in garment fac¬ 
tory fires in Bangladesh 
since 2006. 

On Wednesday, police 
arrested three factory of¬ 
ficials suspected of lock¬ 
ing in the workers who 
died in Saturday’s blaze 
on the outskirts of Dhaka. 
Police Chief Habibur Rah¬ 
man said the three will be 
questioned. He said the 
factory owner was not 
among those arrested. 

About 1,400 people 
worked at the factory, 
about 70 percent of them 
women. Survivors said exit 
doors were locked, and a 
fire official said the death 
toll would have been much 
lower if the eight-story 
building had had an emer¬ 
gency exit. 

The fire broke out on 
the ground floor, where 
a factory worker named 
Nasima said stacks of yarn 
and clothes blocked part of 
the stairway. Nasima, who 
uses only one name, and 
other workers said that 
when they tried to flee, 
managers told them to go 
back to their work stations. 

Thick smoke filled the 
stairway, and when the 
lights went out the work¬ 
ers were left in total dark¬ 
ness. Another worker, Mo¬ 
hammad Rajib, said some 
people used their cell¬ 
phones to light their way. 

“Everyone was scream¬ 
ing for help,” Nasima said. 
“Total chaos, panic and 
screaming. Everyone was 
trying to escape and come 
out. I was pulling the shirt 
of a man. I fainted and 
when I woke up I found 
myself lying on the road 
outside the factory. I don’t 
know how I survived.” 

Rajib said the factory 
conducted a fire drill just 
three days before the trag¬ 
edy. 

Workers expressed sup¬ 
port for the factory owner, 
Delwar Hossain. Rajib said 
he is “a gentle man” who 
heeded workers when they 
protested for more pay and 
against rough treatment by 
some managers. 

“He took action and 
fired some of them,” he 
said. “He did not sack any 
worker. He told us: ‘You 
are my people. If you sur¬ 
vive, I will survive.’ ” 

Most the fire’s devas¬ 
tation took place on the 
second and third floors. 
Sewing and embroidery 
machines and tables 
burned to ashes and ceil¬ 
ing fans melted.

trayed in the movie. He came to 
Henderson in March of1863 from 
Brandenburg and practiced law 
here for 63 years, which must be 
some kind of local record. 

“I just thought it was interest¬ 
ing,” said local attorney Chris 
Hopgood, who caught the Yeaman 
name while watching the movie. 
“We’ve got Malcolm Yeaman’s 


portrait hanging up in the law li¬ 
brary” at the Henderson County 
Judicial Center. 

He was elected president of 
the local bar when it was formed 
in 1912 and re-elected every year 
until his death in 1927. He was a 
highly successful corporate law¬ 
yer, and was several times named 
as a special judge to the Court of 
Appeals, which is now the Ken¬ 
tucky Supreme Court. 

While his brother was prac¬ 
tically banished to Denmark, 


and later to New York and New 
Jersey, Malcolm Yeaman en¬ 
joyed a high degree of respect 
in Kentucky. He was one of the 
original editors of the Hender¬ 
son Journal, a predecessor of 
The Gleaner, and also one of 
the founders of Henderson Na¬ 
tional Bank and the Henderson 
Woolen Mills as well as serving 
as county attorney and school 
trustee. 

“While not an orator, the sim¬ 
plicity of his analysis and the 


logic of his reason were more 
eloquent than the fire of orato¬ 
ry,” the bar association declared 
in a memorial recorded in the 
Henderson Circuit Court order 
book after his death. 

“He drove straight to the 
heart of his proposition, shell¬ 
ing it of every pretense and 
evasion. He scorned a trick of 
subterfuge as he did an untruth 
or a dodge. Yet he was always 
courteous and deferential to an 
opponent in a lawsuit.”

Atlantic Coast Conference lead¬ 
ers got the school they wanted. 
Louisville was relieved to find a 
home amid the latest wave of re¬ 
alignment. 

The ACC announced Wednes¬ 
day that its presidents and chan¬ 
cellors unanimously voted to add 
Louisville as the replacement for 
Maryland, which will join the Big 
Ten in 2014. 

Louisville athletic director Tom 
Jurich was concerned the Cardi¬ 
nals would be left behind in a con¬ 
stantly shifting landscape. 

“You always worry about that, 
there’s no question about it — es¬ 
pecially when you’re sitting in our 
chairs,” Jurich said in a teleconfer¬ 
ence. “But I think when you look 
at what we’ve done and the body 
of work, I think it was very well 
worth it to wait because we were 
able to get what we wanted. 

“We feel it’s the best fit for this 
university.” 

Louisville was a candidate to 
join the Big 12 last year before 
that league took West Virginia, 
though Maryland’s unexpected 
announcement last week created 
a new opportunity for both the 
school and the ACC. 

But it wasn’t a lock for the Car¬ 
dinals. 

A person familiar with the situ¬ 
ation told The Associated Press 
that ACC leaders also considered 
Connecticut and Cincinnati over 
the past week before the vote to 
add Louisville during a confer¬ 
ence call Wednesday morning. 
The person spoke to the AP on 
condition of anonymity because 
the ACC hasn’t released details of 
the expansion discussions 

The Cardinals will bring a tradi¬ 
tion-rich men’s basketball program, 
a solid football program and a col¬ 
lege-focused market to the ACC. 

“When you look at Louisville, you 
see a university and an athletic pro¬ 
gram that has all the arrows pointed 
up — a tremendous uptick there, 
tremendous energy,” ACC com¬ 
missioner John Swofford said. “It’s 
always an overall fit in every respect 
and I think that’s what we found.” 

Louisville is the fourth school in 
15 months and seventh in the past 
decade to leave the Big East for the 


ACC. Pittsburgh and Syracuse an¬ 
nounced their move in September 
2011 and will join the league next 
year, while Notre Dame said two 
months ago that it would eventu¬ 
ally join in all conference sports 
except football. 

Most of Notre Dame’s non-foot¬ 
ball sports have competed in the 
Big East since 1995. 

“We had incredible success in 
that conference,” Jurich said of 
the Big East. “But when it began 
to deteriorate, we felt that all our 
options were pulled away from us 
and we had to look and we were 
forced to look. 

“To see a lot of your peers mov¬ 
ing around you and leaving no¬ 
body to schedule, it was very, very 
difficult for us to see and a very 
once-proud conference I think 
was in a very difficult position.” 

Politicians around Kentucky 
cheered the move. 

Louisville mayor Greg Fischer 
issued a statement calling the 
ACC’s decision “a fantastic devel¬ 
opment for the university, the city 


and the state.” U.S. Senate Repub¬ 
lican leader Mitch McConnell of 
Kentucky said in a statement the 
move was a credit to Jurich’s lead¬ 
ership of the athletic department. 

It’s unclear exactly when Lou¬ 
isville will join the ACC. Swofford 
said that would have to be worked 
out between the school and the Big 
East. He also said the league is com¬ 
fortable staying at 14 full members 
with the addition of Louisville. 

The Big East has a 27-month 
notification period for any mem¬ 
ber that wants to leave. The Big 
East has shown a willingness to 
negotiate, as it did with Pittsburgh 
and Syracuse, who paid $7.5 mil¬ 
lion each to get out early when the 
exit fee was $5 million. 

The Big East has since in¬ 
creased that fee to $10 million. 

This latest rapid-fire round of 
realignment was set off last week 
by the Big Ten’s additions of Mary¬ 
land and Rutgers, which will join 
that conference in 2014. 

On Tuesday, the Big East added 
Tulane for all sports and East Car¬ 


olina for football only, also begin¬ 
ning in 2014. 

In a statement, Big East commis¬ 
sioner Mike Aresco wished Louis¬ 
ville well and said the league’s ad¬ 
ditions are important for its future. 

“We are committed to a vibrant 
and dynamic future for the Big 
East Conference,” Aresco said.

Conference realignment 
has set a strange backdrop 
for what has been a some¬ 
what odd season on the 
field, too, for the Big East. 

Louisville and Rutgers 
seemed primed to both 
come into this game nation¬ 
ally ranked not too long ago. 

But Louisville has 
dropped two straight after 
winning its first nine and 
Rutgers was embarrassed 
by Pittsburgh last weekend 
in what could have been a 
title clinching game. 


If Rutgers wins, it will 
earn its first outright con¬ 
ference title and its first 
BCS berth. 

If Louisville beats Rut¬ 
gers for a third straight 
time, and Cincinnati beats 
Connecticut on Saturday, 
there will be a four-way 
tie for the conference title 
with the Cincinnati and 
Syracuse. Louisville and 
Rutgers would emerge from 
the tiebreaker, and Louis¬ 
ville would most likely get 
its second BCS bid based on 
a higher BCS ranking. 

The bowl berth would 
likely be either the Sugar 
Bowl on Jan. 1 or the Or¬ 
ange Bowl on Jan. 2. 

“I had no idea it would 
come down to this game,” 
said Louisville coach 
Charlie Strong, whose 
team was the preseason 
favorite to win the title. 
“I don’t think anyone in 
this room would’ve said 
it would be us having a 
chance with the limited 
number of seniors we 
have, feeling like we’re 
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Louisville quarterback 
Teddy Bridgewater is a major 
question mark for tonight’s 
showdown against Rutgers. 

a young team and being 
a year or two away from 
where we need to be. 

“But now the opportu¬ 
nity’s here is here for us and 
you don’t ever pass up an 
opportunity,” Strong added. 
“You can always say next 
year is our year, but now you 
have a chance this year for it 
to be that year, so let’s take 
care of business.” 

This is familiar terri¬ 
tory for Rutgers. It missed a 


chance to win a BCS berth 
in 2006 when it dropped a 
triple-overtime decision to 
West Virginia in the regu¬ 
lar season finale, ironically, 
giving Louisville the crown. 

Louisville comes into 
the game with quarterback 
Teddy Bridgewater being a 
major question mark. The 
sophomore, who leads the 
league and ranks sixth 
nationally in passing ef¬ 
ficiency and is second in 
the league in total offense 
(296.1 yards), broke his left 
wrist — his non-throwing 
hand — against Connecti¬ 
cut last weekend. 

Bridgewater is expected 
to play but his cast prob¬ 
ably will force him to take 
snaps in a shotgun position 
the entire game. 

“There’s a big sense of 
urgency,” said quarterback 
Will Stein, who would take 
over if Bridgewater can’t 
go. “If we get the win, 
these last few losses won’t 
mean a thing because we’ll 
be Big East champs and 
we’ll go to a BCS bowl.” 


Louisville 
students 
and faculty 
cheer move

LOUISVILLE - Tyler Reece 
learned about Louisville’s 
new conference affiliation 
while in class. 

The Louisville junior 
couldn’t stand the sus¬ 
pense, so he discreetly 
surfed the Web during 
his critical thinking class 
Wednesday morning to 
find out his Cardinals had 
been invited to join the At¬ 
lantic Coast Conference. 

“I had a reaction but it 
wasn’t the reaction I’d had 
if I was out of class,” Reece 
said. “Out of class, it would 
have been some sort of 
scream or yell. In class, it 
had to be a silent ‘Yes.’” 

Students, administrators 
and faculty were elated and 
relieved that Louisville will 
take Maryland’s place in the 
ACC, ending the suspense 
caused by a shifting land¬ 
scape in college conference 
memberships. Maryland is 
leaving its historic confer¬ 
ence home for the Big Ten. 
Meanwhile, the Big East — 
Louisville’s home since 2005 
— has now lost four schools 
in the past 15 months. 

Louisville’s top admin¬ 
istrators said the nearly 
22,300-student school 
would reach new heights 
by joining a conference 
featuring the likes of 
North Carolina, Duke, Vir¬ 
ginia and Georgia Tech. 

“The ACC will be a great 
home for UofL and our com¬ 
mitment to great academics, 
groundbreaking research 
and top-notch athletic 
teams,” Louisville president 
Dr. James Ramsey said. 

Louisville athletic di¬ 
rector Tom Jurich said 
ACC membership “will 
open so many more doors 
for us both athletically and 
academically.” 

While many on campus 
looked forward to future 
matchups with basketball 
blue bloods North Carolina 
and Duke, faculty and deans 
stressed Louisville’s new 
association with the ACC’s 
academic heavyweights. 

“This is a great move for 
UofL, into a conference 
where excellence is a norm, 
not just an aspiration or ex¬ 
ception,” said Louisville law 
professor Tony Arnold. 

Athletically, though, 
the Cardinals expect to 
be tough competitors from 
the outset in their new 
conference. 

Louisville’s men’s bas¬ 
ketball team is currently 
ranked No. 5, building on 
the reputation of a pro¬ 
gram that has won two 
national championships 
and reached its ninth Fi¬ 
nal Four last season. The 
school’s football program 
is 9-2 and a win away from 
earning a BCS berth. 

Some Louisville students 
saw the ACC invitation as a 
cause for some bragging 
rights the next time they 
talk with their friends at¬ 
tending that rival school 
down the road — the Uni¬ 
versity of Kentucky. 

“UK always brags about 
their rivalry with Duke,” 
student body president Jus¬ 
tin Brandt said. “Well, we’ll 
get to play them twice now.”

BP suspended 
from new U.S. deals 

WASHINGTON- The Obama 
administration put a tem¬ 
porary stop to new federal 
contracts with British oil 
company BP on Wednes¬ 
day, citing the company’s 
“lack of business integrity” 
and criminal proceedings 
stemming from the Deep¬ 
water Horizon disaster in 
2010. 

The action by the En¬ 
vironmental Protection 
Agency bars BP and its af¬ 
filiates from new govern¬ 
ment contracts for an in¬ 
definite period, but won’t 
affect existing contracts. 

In a further blow to the 
company, BP will be dis¬ 
qualified from winning 
new leases to drill for oil 
or gas on taxpayer-owned 
land until the suspension 
is lifted. 

The federal government 
planned a sale Wednes¬ 
day of more than 20 mil¬ 
lion acres of offshore land 
in the Gulf of Mexico. BP 
was not eligible for that 
sale, the Interior Depart¬ 
ment said. An EPA official 
said BP was not informed 
about the suspension until 
Wednesday morning. 

Fed: Economy 
grows steadily 

WASHINGTON- A pickup in 
consumer spending and 
steady home sales helped 
lift economic growth from 
October through early No¬ 
vember in most parts of 
the United States, accord¬ 
ing to a Federal Reserve 
survey released Wednes¬ 
day. The one exception 
was the Northeast, which 
was slowed by Superstorm 
Sandy. 

Growth improved in 
nine of the Fed’s 12 re¬ 
gional banking districts, 
the survey said. Growth 
was weaker in New York, 


Philadelphia and Boston — 
areas where Sandy caused 
widespread disruptions. 

Hiring increased in 
more than half of the dis¬ 
tricts. But manufacturing 
shrank or slowed in seven 
regions and was mixed in 
two others. 

Moody’s cuts H-P 
long-term rating 

NEW YORK - Moody’s In¬ 
vestors Service is lowering 
its long-term credit rating 
for Hewlett-Packard, say¬ 
ing the technology giant 
will have trouble increas¬ 
ing sales of many of its 
products. 

Moody’s says it lowered 
H-P’s senior unsecured 
credit rating by one notch, 
to “Baal” from “A3.” The 
rating agency cites con¬ 
cerns that the company’s 
finances will remain 
weaker than previously 
expected “over the imme¬ 
diate term.” 

Moody’s senior vice 
president Richard Lane 
noted that about 75 percent 
of H-P’s revenue comes 
from personal computers, 
enterprise servers, print¬ 
ers and services. He said 
those offerings “face slow 
to no growth prospects 
over the coming years.” 

Apple to sell 
iMacs on Friday 

CUPERTINO, Calif. - Apple 
says the smaller version 
of its new, slimmed-down 
iMac desktop computers 
will go on sale Friday. It 
will also start taking or¬ 
ders for the larger model, 
but the units won’t ship 
until next month. 

The model with the 
21.5-inch screen will cost 
$1,299 and up, depend¬ 
ing on the configuration. 
The model with a 27-inch 
screen will start at $1,799.

President Barack Obama 
said he believed both par¬ 
ties can reach a “frame¬ 
work” on a debt-cutting 
deal before Christmas, while 
House Speaker John Boeh-

A tribute to 
veterans 


‘They would have to see their 
friends die, just keep on going’ 


Editor: 

We honor our veterans 
at South Middle School 
because of their sacrifices. 

There are many sacri¬ 
fices they may have had to 
face during and after their 
service. They would have 
to see their friends die and 
just keep on going and not 
stop. They don’t get to 
see their family or their 
friends for a least a year at 
a time, so they have no one 
to talk to from home. 

When I first started this 
letter, I researched Viet¬ 
nam and I learned a lot. 

One thing I learned is 
that one-third of the men 
were drafted, and obvious¬ 
ly two-thirds were volun¬ 
teers; it means to me that 
in Vietnam there were a lot 
of people who were eager 
to go to war and serve the 
country. 


A total of 2,594,000 
Americans served in Viet¬ 
nam; to me this means a lot 
of people lost their lives to 
war. 

I have a veteran in my 
family who has told me 
stories about his and his 
brother’s service in Viet¬ 
nam. 

One story is about my 
great-uncle’s first night 
in Vietnam when he was 
on guard duty on a tower 
with his friend. A grenade 
was thrown up there and 
it ended up killing his best 
friend; he died in my un¬ 
cle’s arms. 

Another story is about 
my other great-uncle; 
when he was there, he 
saw a little Vietnamese 
girl who was an orphan 
because all of her family 
died in a house explosion. 
To make money so that she 


could eat and survive, she 
sold Coca-Cola. Most of 
the soldiers wanted to take 
her home, including him, 
but the general wouldn’t 
let them. 

Another story is when 
my uncle was on guard 
duty and one of the men 
in his unit hit a barbed 
wire fence. They had cans 
on top that jingled when 
it moved, and the cans 
hit each other and made 
a noise, so my uncle drew 
his weapon, but then he 
saw the man’s stripes 
on his shirt that he was 
supposed to color in. My 
uncle didn’t shoot, only 
because the man made a 
mistake and didn’t color 
in his stripes which saved 
his life. 

My last story is that 
my great-great-uncle was 
in World War II and he

‘Deployments cause separations, lasting trauma’

Every year at South Middle School 
we honor veterans because they 
risked their lives for our country. 

Here are some statistics from the 
war in Vietnam. 12.5 percent of the 
men were African American; 11,000 
were women and included nurses, 
translators, flight controllers and 
military band leaders; 85 percent 
were Caucasian. More than 1,700 
are missing and still unaccounted 
for. A maximum number of soldiers 
went overseas to fight for our coun¬ 
try. They risked their lives for our 
country. That’s why we honor them 
every year around the nation. 

When soldiers go to war, they 
leave their families behind. This is 
really hard on the soldiers, especial¬ 
ly their kids. 


At a Hopkinsville elementary 
school, children often use “daddy 
dolls” to help cope while their fa¬ 
thers are deployed to war. 

They use these dolls to pretend 
like their fathers are still with 
them, even though the fathers are 
at war. 

Daddy dolls are dolls that have a 
clear slot in the face where children 
can put their dad’s picture inside 
while the dolls are dressed in cam¬ 
ouflage. 

Many dads often miss their child’s 
birth or even the most important 
events in their lives, like graduations 
or birthdays. 

Many soldiers suffer from post 
traumatic stress disorder, or PTSD. 
Some soldiers and their families 
even get divorced or are depressed. 


Deployments cause separations, ca¬ 
sualties and lasting trauma. 

I have three veterans in my family: 
my great-grandpa and my two un¬ 
cles. I know for a fact that my uncle 
suffers from PTSD. My other uncle 
died after the war because they had 
to put a metal plate in his head. 

My two uncles fought in World 
War II, and my great-grandpa fought 
in the Korean War. I also know they 
had a lot of hardships in the war, like 
scarce food. These wars were very 
harsh. 

So what’s important to understand 
is that veterans gave up a lot for us 
and we should honor them every 
year. Some even gave up their lives 
and families for us.

When I think of a vet¬ 
eran, I think of a hero. I 
don’t think this just be¬ 
cause they fight for our 
country; I think this be¬ 
cause of what they have to 
go through as a person. 

They may have to go 
through post traumatic 
stress disorder or always 
being afraid of someone 
shooting them. Also, they 
miss a lot of things that 
could happen in their fam¬ 
ily, such as missing their 
child’s birth, first words or 
first steps. 

Some children miss their 
fathers so much that they 
use “daddy dolls” just so 
that they can cope with a 
family member being gone 
for so long. Marriage prob¬ 
lems are another thing that 
soldiers often experience. 

According to sources at 
the Pentagon, the divorce 
rate in the armed forces is 
edging up, despite many 
programs to help strug¬ 
gling couples. The rate 
is now a full percentage 
point higher than around 
the time of the attacks 
of Sept. 11, 2001. The 3.6 
percent rate is a full per¬ 
centage point above the 
2.6 percent rate when the 
U.S. began sending troops 
to Afghanistan. 

I started to research the 
Vietnam War and I found 
out that 58,214 American 
soldiers died between 1956 
and 1975, and 61 percent of 
those men were younger 
than 21. More than 1,700 


missing Americans are 
still unaccounted for. 

“For me the number of 
dead is always on the rise,” 
said Major Van Harl. This 
quote to me says that death 
was everywhere you turn 
in a war; one mistake could 
cost you your life. 

I watched a video and 
one soldier said that “you 
never know where the bul¬ 
lets are coming from, you 
just hear them.” That is 
very scary because if you 
have a family back home 
then that’s probably all 
you’re thinking about. I ap¬ 
preciate veterans so much 
more now that I know what 
they have to go through. 

I as well have a veteran 
in my family: my dad. He 
was in the Navy for five 
years and I know his ex¬ 
periences. He said that he 
traveled a lot, he hardly 
got to see his family, and 
he didn’t get enough sleep 
because of stress. 

My dad went into the 
service when he was 18 
years old and finished 
when he was 23. So I guess 
what I’m really trying to 
say about veterans in gen¬ 
eral is that they fight every 
day and I think we should 
appreciate them more be¬ 
cause of everything they 
have to sacrifice. 

Sometimes people don’t 
know what veterans really 
have to go through, but this 
is it and it’s really tough on 
them and their families.

30 percent of U.S. troops 
develop mental problems’ 


Editor, 

We honor veterans ev¬ 
ery year at South Middle 
School because of all their 
sacrifices. One of the worst 
sacrifices veterans make 
is their lives. GIs die from 
many things on the battle¬ 
field, such as IEDs, explo¬ 
sions and just getting shot. 
Another possible sacrifice 
GIs make is losing an arm 
or a leg and suffering a lot 
of pain. 

Soldiers who survive 
large explosions are of¬ 
ten severely wounded, 
which includes injuries 
like losing an arm or leg. 
A sacrifice people don’t 
often think about is a GI’s 
mental stability. Many sol¬ 
diers come home from war 
with post traumatic stress 
disorder, which is a severe 
anxiety disorder that can 
develop after exposure 
to an event that results in 
physical trauma. GIs sacri¬ 
fice time with their family, 
also, which leaves many 
children depressed. 

When I wrote this let¬ 
ter, I researched the Iraq 
war and found many sur¬ 
prising facts. One thing I 
learned was there were 
4,408 deaths and 31,930 
wounded in action. 

I also learned that while 
soldiers are not on patrol, 
they have a lot of free time. 
Soldiers find it hard to not 
get lazy and stay on guard 
at all times. I found this 
hard to believe because all 
of the soldiers I’ve seen are 
very fit and I would never 
think they might get lazy. 


Another very sad fact I 
learned was 30 percent of 
the U.S. troops develop seri¬ 
ous mental health problems 
within three or four months 
of returning home. The 
last fact I’ve found, which 
is very wasteful, is the to¬ 
tal monthly spending in 
Iraq was $12 billion. Think 
of the point of all of these 
facts: That’s a lot of children 
without parents and a lot of 
money put toward war. 

A hard thing GIs have 
to go through is how their 
families are affected. Mili¬ 
tary families go through a 
lot; one thing is that the sol¬ 
dier has to leave their kids. 
This leaves many children 
depressed and very upset. 
Many military couples end 
up getting divorced due to 
one person being deployed 
for way too long. 

Another military family 
fact is many military fami¬ 
lies relocate their homes 
when one parent gets de¬ 
ployed. 

This is because one 
parent can’t support their 
family by themselves, 
so they move closer to a 
relative. My last military 
family fact is most of the 
families have had financial 
struggles when a parent 
comes back from war. 

What’s important to 
know about this letter 
is GIs and their families 
have been through a lot 
and that’s why we honor 
them every year at South 
Middle School.
